In George Meredith's later years, when 
he was too.crippled to move far from his 
small flint cottage looking up the grassy 
northern slope of Box Hill, John Morley 
used to take down to him weekly one or 
more of his political contemporaries to 
dine with the novelist and catch a train 
back to London in time for the last divi- 
sion in the House of Commons. Among 
such visitors was Lord Haldane, who had 
many tastes in common with his host— 
knowledge of European men and laces, 
an interest in philosophy, a love of good 
wine, and an excited joy in talk for its 
own sake. Viscount pred and Mr. John 
Dillon were alsé among the occasional 
guests. Meredith and Haldane must 
have been a rather difficult pair; for they 
were both better talkers than listeners. 
Except Lord Grey and Mr. G. M. 
Trevelyan, practically the whole group 
has disappeared, and the little cot.age 
passed into the hands of strangers when 
the novelist died. 


Trish Secretaries. 


Though officially extinct now, Chief 
Secretaries for Ireland are personally a 
long-lived race. Sir George Trevelyan's 
death reduces the number to seven, with 
Sir William Hart-Dyke, who is 91, as their 
senior. The office nearly killed Sir George, 
and during the year é occupied it his 
hair turned white. He was well aware of 
the danger he was facing; and, when a 
friend commented on it, he replied: “I 
have made my will, and hope to do my 
duty like an English gentleman.’’ He was 
not the man for the post, however, and the 
fact that he retired from politics to his 
desk at the age of 60 is an indication that 
his interest was always greater in the past 
than in the present. Of the members who 
sat in the House of Commons with him 
over thirty years ago, not more than three 
or four still hold their seats.

So runs Mangan’s translation of the 
poem of Murkertagh McLiag, written 
before 1016. It is from the death of 
Erin's greatest King that we may date the 
decline of the civil history of Killaloe. 
With the exception of Murchad, “the 
golden jewel of the West,” no great prince 
arose after Brian’s death, and in a few 
decades, owing to internal disputes, and 
the intervention of the English at the 
request of another Murchad, Killaloe was 
reduced to a position of comparative 
insignificance. 


ST. ELANNAN. 


Its ecclesiastical greatness has been more 
enduring, and it is from its first “saint, 
Lua or Molua, that the town and diocese 
take their name. Yet, though the town 
and diocese are called after Lua, it is 
after his saintly successor, St. Flannan, 
that the cathedral is named. It is un- 
fortunate that our information concerning 
the life of St. Flannan is so scanty. 
Ixcept for one or two references, such as 
that in the “ Martyrology of Donegal,’’ 
there is little in our national literature 
about him. In the last century, however, 
a “Life of St. Flannan ” was found in the 
Burgundian Library, Brussels. This 
“ Life ' can hardly be dated earlier than 
the twelfth century—that is, five hundred 
years after St. Flannan lived—and, there- 
fore, is all the more liable to have incor- 
porated in it fiction with fact. Yet. it is 
well worth reading, and is available in an 
excellent translation done by the Very 
Rev. S. Malone. 

St. Flannan was the son of Turlough, 
King of Munster. In early youth he had 
been placed under the care of St. Blath- 
met, who was renowned for his piety and 
learning. After some years’ study under 
tt; Blathmet, Flannan returned to his 

g parents at Killaloe, and placed himself 
under the guidance and direction of the 
holy Lua. So zealous and full of ‘piety 
was Flannan that his fame was “soon 
noised abroad, and, in consequence, the 
place attained great celebrity. Authorities 
differ as to the exact date of St. Flannan’s 
consecration. It would probably not be 
lar amiss to put it somewhere in the 
middle of the seventh century. The Bur- 
gundian manuscript tells of the miraculous 
provision of a ship of stone to carry him 
across the ocean on his journey to Rome, 
of his homecoming, his miracles. his 
labours, his death, and the fame of his 
shrine. “To-day his name still lives on in 
the title of the cathedral of his diocese— 
the Cathedral Church of St. Flannan of 
Killaloe. 


A BEAUTIFUL DOORWAY. 


The ‘present cathedral is said to be a 
twelfth century building. Its appearance, 
if not imposing, is at least pleasing, 
especially jrom the Tipperary bank of the 
shannon, The swift flowing river, the 
hills behind, the great old trees, the 
irregular-shaped houses and narrow streets 
of the town all make a fine surrounding for 
the old: cathedral, with its central tower, 
its lofty lancets and its buttressed walls. 
The west front has a Gothic doorway, the 
beauties of which do not stand out as they 
should owing to the level of the ground 
cutside having been at some time consider- 
ably raised. As a result, steps now lead 
down into the cathedral. Above this 
aoorway is a nartiow Jancet window, lofty 
and deeply splayed on the inside. 

The architectural glory of the cathedral 
is in the south wal] of the nave. This is 
a Romanesque doorway, considerably 
earlier in date than the rest óí the build- 
ing. It is said to have been the entrance 
to the tomb of King Murchad, who died at 
Lismore in 1119. Any description of this 
doorway would be inadequate. Its beauty 
simply baffles description, and, in spite of 
the ravages of time and, perhaps, curio- 
hunters, it must be still one of the most 
beautiful designs wrought in stone to be 
found in the British Isles to-day. During 
recent years. some measures have been 
taken which may do something to preserve 
effectively this noble work of art. In the 
recess of this doorway two slabs lie. A 
Celtic cross is carved on one of them, and

Queen Anne’s Gate, 


Lord WHaldane’s death deprives of 
another of its famous tenants that quiet 
backwater so near the centre of things, 
Queen Anne’s Gate. Within five minutes’ 
walk of the Houses of Parliament, and 
with its outlook across St. James’s Park, 
it is one of the most delectable streets in 
London. Its brick-faced fronts, two 
centuries old, and the beautifully carved 
wooden canopies over the doorways, give 
it an eighteenth-century air. 

Lord Palmerston was born there, and, 
until a year or two ago, Viscount Grey 
had a house almost next door to Lord 
Haldane. Now the houses are being 
rapidly converted into business offices; 
and it looks as though Lord Glenconner’s 
house at the corner (in which there is a 
wonderful] collection of pictures formed by 
his grandfather) will soon be the only 
survivor.

This morning at 10 o'clock there will be 
an official reception of the visitors at the 
Mansion House by Commissioner Dr. Dwyer, 
Commissioner Hernon and Commissioner 
Murphy. In the afternoon visits will be paid 
to the municipal housing scheme in the south- 
western area of the city, and on Wednesday 
morning to Parliament Buildings, the Four 
Courts, Trinity College, King’s Inns, the 
Custom House, the Rotunda Hospital, the 
Royal Exchange, Phenix Park, and the 
municipal engineering works. 

TRIP TO THE SOUTH. 

On Thursday morning the delegates will 
leave for Limerick, and will spend the after- 
noon inspecting the Shannon electricity 
scheme, by invitation of the Electricity 
Supply Board. On Friday morning they will 
be taken over the municipal ‘housing schemes, 
and will spend the afternoon at Adare, where 
they will see the three friaries, Franciscan, 
Augustinian and Trinitarian.

AN ATTRACTION FOR

DUBLIN INQUESTS. 


OLD MAN’S FALL-DOWN 
STAIRS. 

Dr. Louis A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, 
held an inquest in Jervis Street Hospital 
yesterday on the body of John Carroll (72), 
of 34 Lower Buckingham street, Dublin, who 
was admitted to the institution last Saturday 
and who died on Sunday. 
The evidence went to show that at about 
10 p.m. on Saturday Mrs. Margaret Cullen, 
who lives at the same address, heard a thud 
on the stairs. She went out and found Carroll 
lying at the foot of the stairs, apparently 
unconscious, 
Dr. Power, house surgeon, said that death 
was due to fracture of the skull, caused by 
accidentally falling down the stairs of the 
basement of the house, 
The Coroner found a verdict of death from 
shock and hemorrhage following the injuries.

NESTS. 


BOY’S FATAL FALL. 


Dr. Byrne also held an inquest in Steeveus’s 
Hospital on the body of Leo Monks (122), of 
21 Nash street, Inchicore, who, while looking 
for pigeons’ nests Jast Thursday, fell through 
a skylight in the roof of the disused brick. 
works, off Tyrconnell road, a distance of 
eighteen feet, to the floor beneath, receiving 
such injuries that he died three days later 
without regaining consciousness. 

The Coroner found that death was due to 
shock and concussion, caused by accidentally 


falling through the skylight to the ground.

FROM SHOCK. 


JURY'S EXPRESSION OF 
OPINION,

Burglars entered the house of Miss 
Atkinson, 2 Rus in Urbe, Glenageary, Kings- 
town, at about 1 -.m, last Saturday morning. 
Miss Atkinson, who was about 87 years of 
age, seeing two men in her bedroom, was 
greatly upset, and died shortly afterwards. 

Dr. J: P, Brennan, Coroner, held an inquest 
yesterday evening concerning the cause of 
death. Superintendent Kelleher and Inspector 
Gilbride represented the civil authorities. 

Johanna Fleming, domestic servant, said 
that on Saturday morning she heard tapping 
on the wall, and when she got up her mistress 
told her that two young men had come into 
her room. Her mistress came down stairs 
and became faint, The witness said that she 
knocked at the wall of the next house and 
their neighbour came in, and they put Miss 
Atkinson to bed. Later she found that her mis- 
tress’s watch and a purse with £3, and 6s. 
which was loose in the kitchen, were missing. 

Her mistress told her that when the two 
young men came into her room she said that 
the Devil had sent them, and that they were 
disobeying God. One of the men raised. his 
hand, but did not strike her mistress. There 
were keys in the purse that was stolen. 

MISS ATKINSON’S CHARITY. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Hill, 3 Rus in Urbe, said 
that she had known Miss Atkinson for years. 
At abóut 1 a.m. on Saturday last she heard 
knocking at the wall and went into Miss 
Atkinson’s house, and found her in the dining 
room in her nightdress. She was very breath- 
less. Miss Atkinson told her that two young 
men came into her bedroom and that she had 
told them that they were doing a wicked 
thing and that God would be very angry. 
One of them raised his hand, but did not 
strike her, She helped the maid to put Mise 
Atkinson to bed. She became very breath- 
less, lay back, and soon died. She was of a 
very charitable disposition, and people came 
to the house; she gave to everybody. . Miss 
Atkinson was approximately 87 years of ‘age, 
The witness added that she sent for Dr. Scott. 

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. C. Burnett-Scott stated that death was 
due ta,shock, from the two men coming into 
her room. He had been treating her for the 
past year for general debility, due to old age. 
There were no external marks of violence. 
She might have lasted for years. She had no 
symptoms which would cause sudden death, 
and he did not expect her death. 

Superintendent Kelleher, F Division, 
that he had visited the house last Saturday 
forenoon, He found the front window of the

Some papers appeared to have been

| CORONER'S STATEMENT. 

The Coroner said that this was a most 
unusual From many aspects it was 
very important. It was quite possible thaí 
as the result of that inquiry and other 
inquiries, a- most serious charge would te 


case, 


made against some person or persons 
concerning the death of Mis Atkin- 
son. [If they thought that the evidence 


justified them in giving their verdict against 
any person or persons, inculpating them to 
such an extent as having caused the death, 
it was their duty to do so. If they thought 
that this forcible entry was the cause of 
death they should return a verdict of that 
kind, even if they thought it was murde-. 
Nothing could be more cowardly than for 
two men, apparently having knowledge wot 
the utter helplessness of the deceased woman, 
to think of using that knowledge to commit 
a felony. 

Superintendent Kelleher said that, in order 
to sustain a charge of murder, there must 
be evidence of premeditation. 

The Coroner said that this was not 4 
court of justice. They were quite wuh- 
trammelled in their proceedings. There was 
no limit to what the jury might say on the 
evidence that they hed heard. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury returned a verdict that death 
was due to shock and cardiac failure, and 
that it was caused by the intrtsion of two 
unknown persons into. the house. They 
added that they believed that these people 
wers morally guilty of causing the death of 
Miss Atkinson, and they condemned the out- 
rage in the strongest possible manner.

DOCTOR’S REPORT ON A 
“ DANGER ZONE.” 
Extracts from the report of Dr. W. 
Sterling Berry on. the “mé outbreak in 
Drim, Connemára, which were réad at the 
meeting of the Galway Hospital and Dis- 
pesrarite Committee, concluded with the fol- 
owing sentences — Dr. Tubridy and the 
sanitary sub-officer, both of whom have 
previous: experience of typhus outbreaks, 
pointed out the interesting fact that these 
outbreaks occur at the season when the old 
potatoes are exhausted and before the new 
crop becomes available. The staple food of 
the people at this time is Indian meal.” ' 
After dealing in detail. with the «various 
aspects of the typhus outbreak and the steps 
taken to check it, Dr. errys report 
stated ~‘S The whole area wants a thorough 
cleaning up of the houses, and the in 
habitants should be deloased and supplied 
with clean clothing and bedding, if this area 

is not to continue as a danger zone.”’ 
The Committee passed a resolution thank- 


ing Dr. Tubridy, medical - officer, for the 
prompt way that he had handled the out. 
break. 


Mr. Gilbert Lynch—There is another thing 
that I wonld like to deal with. Dr. Davitt 
handles the cases in. the hospital. We, as 
members of the Board of Health, decided to 
go. to the district where this outbreak 
oceurred, and focus public attention on the 
conditions there. We did not expect that, 
as soon as we set out to do the work, one 
of the obstructionists should be one of our 
own servants. I think that Dr. Davitt should 
be asked for®an explanation. If he thoacht 
that we Were doing wrong, he should,’ first 
of all, have consulted us. 

Mr. Eamonn Corbett—I second that: but 
I feel that it was. want. of thought on. Dr. 
Davitt’s part. I believe that he would never 
have done it if he realised what it meant. 

Mr. Lynch—It is: not by driving fever 
under that it can be cured. H and the 
conditions that give rise to it have got to 
be cut out, and we wanted the help of 
publicity in the Press to do that. 

Mr. Lynch’s motion was passed in the 
following terms :—‘‘That Dr. Davitt be 
called on for. an explanation for writing to 
the Press criticising the policy of the Board 
of Health in endeavouring to ameliorate the 
conditions in Connemara so as to prevent 
future outbreaks of fever.”’

The 
mission failed, but Lord Haldane 
returned as an earnest prophet of 
Germany’s pacific intentions; he thought 
that ‘‘ the Emperor was as honest as the 
Chancellor’ in his desire to improve 
relations with us and to keep the peace.” 
Two years later Germany invaded 
Belgium, and the British people turned 
angrily upon the man who had misled 
them. They refused to believe that his 
deception had been genuine. They 
recalled his intimate dealings with 
German statesmen and philosophers and 
his luckless boast that his “ spiritual 
home was in Germany.” If Lord 
Haldane had died then, his kindest 
tribute from some newspapers would have 
He lived.

Lord Haldane’s case is not singular. 
History holds a thousand instances where, 
in a man’s own lifetime, a great reputa- 
tion has vanished, never to return.

In these latter days the public mind is 
peculiarly liable to confusion through the 
multitude of agencies which assert the 
right to make and to unmake reputations. 
Often a man to whom accident or financial 
ability has given the control of a success- 
ful newspaper employs its influence for 
the creation of popular heroes. Some- 
times, indeed, he strives industriously to 
establish a legend of his own greatness. 
Intelligent minds wil] not be deceived by 
such ephemeral activities; they will 
suspend judgment, content in the 
knowledge that every truly great man will 
receive justice from the verdict of posterity. 
Attempts to anticipate  posterity’s 
verdict are fascinating, but futile. Scores 
of men have been concerned in the making 
of the Irish Free State. How many of 
them will be honoured a century hence as 
outstanding figures in the world’s 
Pantheon of nation-builders? It is quite 
safe to predict one thing—that the number 
will be very small; for posterity’s test 1s 
impartial and severe. It is reasonably 
safe to predict another thing—that the 
small list will contain one or two names 
which now are neither prominent nor 
popular.

Melas, a former deputy of the Greek 
Parliament, has undergone a more prosaic 
experience with bandits in Epirus, which 
is related by the Athens Correspondent of 
The Times. He was returning in a motor 
car from a speaking tour in the Greek 
elections, with two other deputies, when 
he was “held up ” by bandits. The 
politicians were hustled into an impass- 
able ravine. The two deputies were 
released, with instructions to arrange for 
a ransom of £16,000; but M. Melas was 
retained. His captors did not act with 
the traditional urbanity. He says that 
he was beaten, threatened and spat upon, 
and was given no food or water for thirty- 
six hours. The bandits threatened to cut 
off his ears—in such a manner that it did 
not appear to him to be only their fun. 
They seemed to be anxious to kill him, 
ransom or no ransom, and none of them 
resembled the pirate in ‘‘ Don Juan,’ 
‘the midest-mannered man that 
ever scuttl’d ship or cut a throat.” The 
unfortunate man complains that the 
Government delayed action on his behalf 
because he belonged to the Opposition, 
but, at last, the ransom was paid, and he 
was released. We hope that M. Venizelos, 
when he takes office, will imitate the 
energetic action of Signor Mussolini 
against the Mafia, and will put an end to 
a state of things which certainly is not 
an encouragement to tourist traffic.

American Poets. 


In a poll which was taken recent]y at 
the Cambridge University Summer School 
Longfellow was placed first of American 
poets; Poe was second, and Whitman 
third. It is pleasant to learn that the 
popularity which Longfellow enjoyed 
during the Victorian age, in England even 
more than in his own country, has not 
vanished altogether. LVrobably he was 
one of the most popular of all poets. 
Even people who have managed to forget 
everything else that they learned at 
school still know the truths of which lives 
of great men all remind us. Few of us 
could give the names of any: successful 
Alpine climbers, but everyone knows the 
device carried by a youth who passed 
through an Alpine village, firmly resolved 
to see what would happen if he should 
break rule of scientific moun- 
taineering. The popularity of Long- 
fellow's sentimental was an 
unforeseen consequence of 
Education Acts. It is not fair, 
to judge him by such pieces only. 
‘Tales of a Wayside Inn ” 
poetic narratives deserve to be 
popular than they are at the present day. 
Poe and Whitman, had some- 
thing of the divine fire which Longfellow 
lacked. They typical of the 
American nation at the youngest and 
rawest stage of its history. It was the 
time of the pioneers, of the civil war, of 
fights with red Indians, and of cities that 
rose on the prairie in a single night. 
Whitman was the true poet of this period. 
He observed it with a more sympathetic 
eye and described it in a more appropriate 
accent than we can find in young Martin 
Chuzzlewit. It is to ‘‘ Leaves of Grass,” 
not to Longfellow, that future generations 
will turn for an authentic picture of the 


young United States.

ASCENT AND DESCENT 
OF THE EIGER. 


WOMAN'S REMARKABLE 
PERFORMANCE.

GRINDELWALD, Monday. 

The Eiger (13,040 feet), one of the 
highest peaks of the Jungfrau group, was 
Climbed on August 18th by the Mittellegit- 
ridge route by Dr, Dorothy Jordan Lloyd, 
et London, accompanied by Fritz Amatter 
and Fritz Suter, the well-known guides.

DYING MOTHER. 


DESIRE TO SEE SON 
NOT GRANTED. 


PETITION TO THE KING

It was stated last night that Mrs. 
McCartney Manners, whose earnest desire 
to sce her son, Wilfred McCartney, now 
serving a ten years’ sentence for 
espionage, caused unavailing efforts to be 
made to the Home Secretary for the neces- 
sary permission, was still in a serious 
condition at her flat in Southampton 
Rew, London, and that another doctor 
was being called in for a consultation. 

McCartney, who was described as an 
underwriter, was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey in January last, with a German 
named Hansen, for espionage, and is im- 
prisoned at Parkhurst. 

Another son of Mrs. McCartney 
“ My mother 
keeps asking us to do all we can to get 
my brother out of prison to see her. It 
would make all the difference in the 
world to her if the Home Secretary would 
only grant this request.’’ 


HOME SECRETARY’S REFUSAL. 

The Home Secretary has declined to 
reconsider his decision. Although Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks was away from 
London yesterday, his secretarial staff put 
all the facts of the case before him and 
he gave them his earnest consideration 
before arriving at his decision not to 
grant the request. 

An official of the Prison Commissioners 
stated that he could recall no precedent 
for the liberation of a prisoner in order 
that he could see a dying relative. 

Mrs. J. McCartney, wife of the im- 
prisoned man, yesterday received a letter 
from the private secretary to Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, stating that the Home 
Secretary could not alter his previous de- 
cision. She called at the Home Office yes- 
terday morning. 

The text of the letter, a copy of which 
was forwarded to Mr. George Lansbury, 
is as follows —' With reference to your 
call at the Home Office this morning, I 
am desired by the Home Secretary to say 
that he is very sorry to hear of your 
mother-in-law’s serious condition. The 
Home Secretary has sympathetically con- 
sidered your request that your husband 
should be released temporarily from Park- 
hurst Prison to visit his mother, but he 
much regrets that it is not within his 
legal powers to comply with this request.”’ 


THE KING’S PREROGATIVE. 
Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., speaking 
to a Press representative last night, be- 
fore it became known that the Home 
Secretary had refused to reconsider his 
decision, said:—‘‘I hardly know what 
action can be taken if the Home Secre- 
tary again refuses, unless the mother 
wires the King asking him to exercise his 
prerogative.

McCARTNEY’S CAREER. 

Wilfred McCartney has had a remark- 
ably adventurous career. Born in Fife- 
shire, he enlisted at the age of sixteen 
and was wounded in the war. 

He held a commission during the war’ 
in the Royal Scots and Essex Regiments, 
was captured by the Germans, escaped, 
and became a railway traffic officer in 
Constantinople.

WOMAN FOUND DYING 
IN DORKING PARK, 


MISSING WITH COMPANION 
FROM HOSPITAL. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Margaret Hewitt (46), a 
widow, and Mrs. Gwendoline McMillen 
(29), both of Lavender Hill, London, 
S.W.. were discovered early yesterday 
morning, apparently suffering from 
aspirin poisoning, in Nower Park, 
Dorking, Surrey, and later in the day 
Mrs. Hewitt died in the Dorking Hospital.

This morning the New York Times 
publishes a long letter from Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Columbia 
University, which is likely te play a 
notable part inthe Presidential campaign, 
inasmuch as it records the definite dis- 
agreement of a Republican leader of the 
highest standing with the official pro- 
gramme of his party. 

Its importance derives partly from Dr. 
Butler's long connection with, and 
services to, the Republican Party, and 
partly from his acknowledged prestige as 
an educationist, publicist and intellectual 
leader, and it gains additional emphasis 
from the fact that his daughter, Miss 
Sarah Schuyler “utler, is at present act- 


ing as temporary chairman of the 
Republican State Committee for New 
York. 


Armaments and prohibition are the two 
questions on which Dr. Butler takes 
categorical issue with Mr. Hoover's posi- 
tion, and to both he has devoted pro- 
longed and exhaustive study. As Presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Endowment Founda- 
tion for International Peace he has 
written and spoken freely on problems 


relating to international relations, dis- 
armament -and. world peace, and, in 
regard to prohibition, he has always 


taken an advanced position in favour of 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 

Since the failure of his effort at the 
Kansas City Convention to secure the 
incorporation in the Republican. platform 
of a liberal plank on the liquor question, 
he has maintained complete silence on 
public questions, but he has now broken 
it in decisive fashion. 


£2,000,000 FOR SCIENCE, 


COUNT DISINHERITS ALL 
RELATIVES.

VIENNA, Monday. 

Count Francis Vigyazo, the last of his 
name, who committed suicide in a sana- 
torlum near Vienna recently, left a 
fortune of more than two millions sterling 
to the Hungarian Academy of Science, 
making this institution the most highly- 
endowed academy of science in Central 
Europe. 

When his will was probated it was dis- 
covered that he had cut off all his rela- 
tives, who have already begun suits to 
contest the will. It is expected that 
only a fraction of- the legacy will be 
affected by these suits. 

Count Vigyazo was one of the richest 
aristocrats in Hungary. He led a very 
retired life, seeing few people, and spend- 
ing most of his time with his books. His 
fortune consisted of considerable landed 
property, a number of houses in Buda- 
pest, a large. amount of banking and 
industrial shares, a valuable collection of 
art treasures and his library. 

The Hungarian Academy of Sciencs 
was founded in 1825 by Count Stephen 
Szechenyl, an ancestor of the present 
Hungarian Minister in Washington. In 
consequence of the war and the deprecia- 
tion of currency, the principal item on 
its budget was the yearly subvention re- 
ceived from the Government, amounting 
to £3,600: The sudden reversal of the 
financial condition will enable the Hun- 
garian Academy of Science to meet the 
cultural and scientific necessities and to 
organise reséarches and expeditions.

PROTEST AT DUBLIN

The next Tailteann Games will be held 
in Dublin in 1931, instead of 1932. This 
decision was reached last night at the 
second International Conference of 
Aonach Tailteann at the Mansion House, 
Dublin. It was pointed out that, if the 
four-year period was continued the next 
Games would clash with the Olympiad to 
be held in Los Angeles in 1932. 

A variety of matters were discussed, 
and a protest was made because bronze 
medals had not been given to third prize- 
winners. Another complaint was that, 
although the.Games were supposed to be 
confined to people of the Irish race, prizes 
had been won by men who were not of 
Irish descent. Mr. J. J. Walsh, who pre- 
sided, said that it had not been possible 
to prevent some Olympic team men, who 
had come to Ireland, from competing.

In opening the conference, Mr. J. J.

COST OF MEDALS. 


Mr. Bell replied that that would not be 
the case. Every competitor in the Olympic 
Games received a bronze medal. 

The Director said that the bronze medals 
had been dropped because of the cost. 
Already the cost of the prizes had reached 
the four figures mark. 

Mr. Duff (Australia) said that there were 
100 events, and that would mean an outlay 
of only £40 for the bronze medals for these 
events. 

The Director drew Mr. Duff’s attention to 
the fact that the events he referred to com- 
prised the athletic section only.

Mr. J. Twomey (Wales) declared himself in 
favour of the establishment of permanent 
councils in the different countries. They 
urgently needed some such stimulant to keep 
their race together across the seas. 

Mr. Whiteside said that in connection with 
the last Games he had done some organisation 
work in the North of England. and every- 
where there was a sincere desire for some 
permanent organisation on the lines set out 
that would weld the race together all over 
the world, and enable them to forget 
differences on such things as politics and 
religion. The idea to form permanent councils 
overseas was a good one, and so far as 
England was concerned it would assure the 
success of the future Tailteann Games.

INQUEST ON THE THREE 
VICTIMS.

The inquest on the bodies of the three 
persons who lost their lives in the motor 
accident at Stillorgan on last Sunday was 
opened at Monkstown Hospital yesterday 
by Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner, who sat 
with a jury. 

When evidence had been heard from 
a number of witnesses the Coroner stated 
that as, in all probability, proceedings 
would be taken before a District Justice, 
he would adjourn the inquest until the 
Court proceedings had been completed. 

Mr. James McCann, Simmonscourt 
Castle, Donnybrook, who is supposed to 
have been driving the car, les in Monks- 
town Hospital, suffering from injuries 
sustained in the accident, and was unable 
to attend the inquest.

EVIDENCE OF IDENTIFICATION. 

The three persons who were killed were 
Nurse Mary Philomena Smith, Claremont 
House, Harold’s Cross, aged 27; William 
Nolan, aged 33, a Civic Guard (23 F), living 
at Stillorgan; and Thomas Cleary, aged 45, 
surveyor, Cullen’s Cottages, Kilmacud, Stil- 
lorgan. 

Superintendent Kelleher, Inspector Gilbride 
and Acting Inspector Hannon represented 
the Civic Guard. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C. (instructed 
by Messrs. Cartan, O'Meara and Kieran, 
solicitors), appeared for Mr. James McCann. 

Civic Guard M. Nolan, Dublin Castle, 
brother of Guard William Nolan, identified 
his remains, and stated that his brother had 
heen stationed at Blackrock, Co. Dublin. 
He was a married man, with a wife and 
three children. 


A WITNESS OF THE ACCIDENT. 

G. A. Marshall, Stillorgan, who was 
near the place when the accident 
happened, said, in reply to  In- 
spector Gilbride, that he was standing 
outside the Stillorgan Post Office on Sunday 
at about 3 p.m. and was talking to Mr. 
Cleary, one of the victims, and a Mr.sJones. 
Mr. Cleary left them and crossed the road- 
way to the Guard who was on “ point’”’ duty 
at the Blackrock-Stillorgan road. 

Inspector Gilbride—W hat transpired then” 

Mr. Marshali—I observed a saloon motor 
car approaching from the direction of Bray 
and going towards Dublin. It was on the 
left centre of the road. There was a down- 
hill slope at the place, and I estimate that 
the car was going at about 25 miles an hour. 
I could not say who was in the car at the 
time. 

Did you notice who was driving the car’— 
1 did not. 

Did you notice the car apparently getting 
out of control ?”— Yes. 

Was it a skid’—I could not say, but when 
the car was at a point about twenty yards 
from the actual place of the collision the 
driver seemed to hesitate as to whether he 
would turn towards Blackrock or go on to 
Dublin; then the car inclined to the right 
and made a bee line for the wall of Tigh- 
lorcan Lodge. 

A TREACHEROUS ROAD. 

Did you notice the position of the Guard 
and Cleary then’—I did notice their posi- 
tion. The car struck the wall broad side on. 
It had swerved and gave a distinct skid, and 
that brought it right round. That section 
of the road was made of “ tarmac,’’ and the 
sun had brought the tar above the surface. 
The rain made it very treacherous and 
slippery. 

The Coroner—Did you see the car hit any- 
body 7—Ilt all happened so quickly that I did 
not see the car strike the men. The car came 
between me and them. 

You did not see the car strike them before 
it struck the wall broadside on’?—No. I did 
not notice their positien. 

Did you see any persons lying near the 
car ?—I saw the Guard and Cleary lying on 
the ground, but I did not see the occupants 
of the car. 

Where was the Guard lying?—I should 
say that the Guard was lying at the back of 
the car, and Mr. Cleary was thrown further 
up the road to the rear of the car. 

The car struck the wall broadside on, 
it swerved, and turned round and faced the 
direction from which it had come?—Yes. A 
crowd gathered immediately. I went into 
the post office and telephoned for an 
ambulance, and informed the police. 


THE GUARD'S POSITION. 

Mr. J. P. McCabe (foreman of the jury)— 
Did you notice the driver attempting to slow 
down the car—if he put on. the brakes it 
would cause the car to skid’—I saw no 
apparent attempt at slowing down at all. 

To a Juror—The Guard was not in the 
centre of the roadway. He was. nearer so 
the right, and about two yards from the 
pavement. 

So that the car had plenty of room to pass 
on the left of the Guard ?—Yes, it had plenty 
of room to pass. 

To Mr. O’Connor, K.C.—The witness stated 
that when he first saw the car coming down 
from the direction of Bray it was under con- 
trol. The road was in excellent condition 
in dry weather, but portion of it was in a 
very bad and slippery condition at the time. 
It had been rairing for about ten minutes or 
a quarter of an hour. The road was very 
treacherous in wet weather. Suddenly~ the 
car appeared to get out of control. 

It swerved to the right, and kept straight 
for the wall, as if it were going through a 
pair of gates. Then there must have been 
another skid—a double skid—twenty yards 
before the car struck the wall. Only the 
driver knows what his intentions were, but 
it appeared as if he was undecided as to 
whether he should turn to Blackrock or pro- 
ceed to Dublin. The left hand” side of the 
car struck the wall, and he saw no action on 
the part of the driver which would account 
for the car making a semi-circle before it 
struck the wall. The Guard was not in the 
track of any car going in any direction. 

A SKID AND A TURN. 

Mr. T. E. Jones, who had been with Mr. 
Marshall and Mr. Cleary outside the post 
office, said that he asked Cleary what time 
did the “bus go by to Bray. Cleary imme- 
diately replied that he would ask the Guard 
on “ point” duty, and crossed the road to. 


do so. 
As Mr. Cleary got to the Guard, said the 


witness, I saw a car crashing into them. It 
came from Bray. It seemed to me from the 
sound that it was accelerated, and then it 
appeared to me to skid, and turn broadside 
to the wall. Before it hit the wall the car 
struck the Guard and Cleary, and threw 
them on to the footway. It then remained 
stationary in an upright position, —— . 
Inspector Gilbride—Who was driving the 
car’—I do not know. After the accident I 
saw a girl hanging out of the right side door 
with her head down, and her legs inside the 


car. 

Would she have been in the seat by the 
side of the driver?—I do not know. 

To Mr. O’Connor, K.C., he said that when 
he saw the car first it was practically upon 
men. They were struck by the left hand 
side. 

Mr. T. Smith, Claremont House, Harold’s 
Cross, said that Miss Smith was his 
daughter. She was a ‘trained nurse, and 
had been nursing a child of Mrs. McCann’s. 
Mr. McCann’s family were staying in Bally- 
brack, and in the ordinary course he ex- 
pected his daughter home the previous day 
at 4 o'clock with voung Mr. McCann. 

To the Foreman, the witness said that he 
was not aware that his daughter drove 14 
motor car. He had never seen her drive 
one. 

Mrs. Annie Doyle, Cullen’s Cottages, Kil- 
macud, said that Mr. Cleary was a surveyor 
on the Mount Merrion Estate, and lodged 
with her. He was about 35 or 40 years of 
age. He told her husband that he was a 
native of Fermanagh. 

Acting-Inspector Hannon, Blackrock, stated 
ihat when he went to the scene of the acci- 
dent the car was wrecked, and was facing in 
the direction of Bray. Most damage wis 
caused to the left-hand side of the car. 
There were marks on the wall of Tighlorcan 
Lodge, about five feet from the ground, .

He said that Great Britain had 
proposed in the military agreement, not 
yet ratified, that Iraq should undertake 
to pay the difference in the expense be- 
tween maintaining British forces in Iraq 
and the maintenance of such forces were 
they stationed in England. 

The Premier said the Iraq Government 
was convinced that 'Great Britain had 
many political and economic interests in 
this part of the world, and that she 
should, therefore, pay the total cost of 
the maintenance. of British forces. 
Although the sum ‘asked in the meantime 
did not exceed £20,000, the British 
Government might deem it necessary, at 
a later date, to send a large number of 
additional troops to Iraq, involving Iraq 
in large extra payments, and this might 
result in financial obligations out of pro- 
portion to the resources of a new State. 

“My Government,’’ concluded’ the 
Premier, “‘ will never agree to pay the 
difference in cost required for the main- 
tenance of British forces in Iragq.’’ 


PRINCE -GF: WALES

An incident in which the Prince of Wales 
was concerned last week was revealed yester-

Newman, son of 
the licensee of the New Inn at Ferring, was 
the other figure, and he told the story to a 
Press representative.

I thought at the time that the 
car was like one that the Prince had been 
using, but I was never more surprised in my 
life than when, on looking up a moment or 
two later, I saw the Prince coming towards 
me. 

“He asked me what I was doing. and I 
replied, ‘ Digging for bait, sir.” He then 
asked me several other questions. He asked 
me where I lived, and I told him, ‘ Just over 
ihe other side of the level-crossing.’ He asked 
me what kind of fish we caught, and I told 
him,“ Eels, black fish and bass.” When he 
asked what fish was best for eating I told 
him bass. 

“The Prince,” Ralph went on, “helped 
me to pick up the worms and put them into 
a tin, and when we came to unusually large 
ones, the Prince would remark, ‘ A nice fat 
one, isn't it?” or ‘Here’s another big one.’ 
The Prince was so nice, and he was so in- 
terested in what ] was doing, ‘that I*did not 
feel at all shy, but I answered his questions 
and talked to him just as I should to any 
other gentleman. 

THE AUTOGRAPH. 

“ After he had gone it occurred to me that 
my mother would not believe I had spoken 
to the Prince unless I had something to prove 
it, so I ran after him and asked him if he 
would mind giving me his autograph. The 
Prince réplied, ‘ Certainly,” but when I felt 
in my pocket for the autograph book which 
I usually carry with me, I remembered that 
I had left it at home ih my other clothes.

‘‘Please accept, on your departure 
from the United States to sign in Paris 
the Treaty for the renunciation of war, 
my best wishes for a safe and enjoyable 
journey. 

‘It will be a source of the keenest 
regret to me that the state of my health 
prevents my being associated with you 
and the plenipotentiaries of the other 
signatory nations in the signature of a 
Treaty which will mark a signal advance 
towards ‘the goal of universal peace. 
am confident that the world will owe 
much to your initiative.’’ 

Mr. Kellogg sent the following wireless 
to Sir Austen Chamberlain :— 

“On board the Ile de France, 

‘Deeply appreciate your message. I 
share your belief that the Treaty for the 
renunciation of war will mark a signal 
advance towards the goal of universal 
peace, and it would have been a great 
personal satisfaction to me if you could 
have Ag mm in the ceremony of the 
signature. ope you will soon be com- 
pletely restored to health.” 

Sir Austen, when he is sufficiently well, will 
take a long sea voyage to California to regain 
his strength before Parliament reassembles in 
November for the final session under the 
existing administration.

FRENCH AIRMEN’S NEW 
ATTEMPT.

PARIS, Monday. 
Another aitempt to beat the world’s long 
distance aerial record will be undertaken in 
a few days by two young sergeants of the 


54th Aviation Regiment at Le Bourget. 


The flyers, who will make their flight as 
civilians, have just completed a 1,260 mile 
test flight, travelling at an average rate of 
120 miles an hour, from Paris to Biarritz 
and Marseilles and back. 

Their 600 V.C. Hispano motor will be re- 
placed, and they will be forced to fly for 
seven or eight hours more to break in the 
new motor before taking off on their big 
flight.

CAIRO. TO. CAPE IN 
FORTY DAYS. 


PLAN FOR LONELY MOTOR 
JOURNEY, 


BRAVING DESERT HEAT 
AND STORMS. 


_— 


Mr. G. 8. Bouwer; the young South 
African motorist, who recently drove his 
car from Cape Town to Cairo in order to 
establish a survey of the road conditions, 
and to prospect the construction of a motor 
route from end t end of Africa, is leaving 
South Africa House, London, to-morrow at 
noon in an attempt to drive his car from 
Cairo to the Cape in forty days and forty 
nights, the fastest journey so far recorded 
for this trip being his own northward one 
of 117 days. 

He is travelling alone in order to save 
weight, and the purpose of his plan is to 
demonstrate that during the dry weather 
there exists a good road from Mongalla, in 
the Upper Sudan, right through to the 
Cape—5,000 miles. 

In conversation with Reuter’s representa- 
tive, Mr. Bouwer said that -his idea of 
making the trip at this breakneck speed was 
to dispel the idea that Central Africa was 
an impenetrable jungle; to let people realise 
that a road really existed, and to encourage 
South Africans to travel north and see the 
wonders of the British Central African 
colonies. Mr. Bouwer hopes to cover 
these last five thousand mile in 
ten days—only a few days longer than 
the fastest aeroplane time between the two 
places. His car will be the identical machine 
that carried him on his northward trip—i.e., 
a standard Chrysler 72 Sedan, the only 
alterations being the increase in capacity of 
the petrol tank (which will now hold 60 gal- 
lons) and the increase of the water tank and 
oil tank to five and four gallons, respec 
tively. This will give him a zadius of 
1,000 miles. 

The route will be as follows :—London, 
Paris, Simplon Pass, Milan, Florence, Rome, 
Brindisi, by boat to Alexandria, Cairo, Wad: 
Halfa, Khartoum. 


EVADING THE SWAMPS. 

The great obstacle in the journey is the 
Sudd, the swamp region south of Khartoum, 
which, even in the dry season, is practically 
impossible to cross by car. Mr. Bouwer 
will ship the car on to a Nile boat for con- 
veyance to Mongalla, as his only alternative 
to the slow motor journey across the Sudd 
would be a 3,000 miles’ detour. He will 
pick up native guides at different places on 
the route, and is travelling with a minimum 
amount of kit in order to save weight. 

From Mongalla the route runs to Kitgum 
and Soroti, in Uganda; Eldoret and Nairobi, 
in Kenya; Dodoma and Mwenza, in Tangan- 
yika; Abercorn, Broken Hill and Victoria 
Falls, in Northern Rhodesia, through 
Southern Rhodesia and the Transvaal to 
Johannesburg, and down to Cape Town. 

An average of 500 miles per diem will be 
atttempted from Mongalla to the Cape. For 
this it will be necessary to travel 15 or 20 
hours per diem, and there will he no oppor- 
tunities for camping. The most trying sec- 
tion of the journey will be that across the 
Nubian Desert, where at this time of the 
year a temperature of 150 deg. may be en- 
countered. On the other hand, the surface 
from Wadi Halfa to. Abu Hamed is ex- 
cellent, and a speed of 50 m.p.h. can easily 
be maintained. On his northern trip Mr. 
Bouwer hugged the valley of the Nile, and 
became lost in the Ironstone valleys near the 
Wadi El Homer. On this trip he plans to 
cut across the sand hills over fairliy flat 
country, and so avoid the narrow Ironstone 
gorges. The danger in this route lies in the 

ossibility of missing or over-running 
.hartoum., 


TURKISH FRONTIER CLOSED. 

The total road distance is 9,000 miles. Mr, 
Bouwer had planned to drive across Europe 
and down through Asia Minor, via Jerusalem 
to Cairo; but he abandoned the idea on 
being told that for military reasons the 
Turkish frontier had been closed to motor 
traffic. Among several other long non-stop 
laps Mr. Bouwer hopes to do the last stretch, 
from Victoria Falls to Cape Town, a distance 
of 1,800 miles, without a halt. As this is 
also the season of sandstorms, Mr. Bouwer 
expects that he will experience considerable 
difficulty in the desert stretches of his trip. 
He does not suggest that the route will be 
practicable for the ordinary motorist for the 
next ten years, nor does he consider that it 
is worth constructing a road across the Sudd; 
but he is strongly of opinion that the Sudan 
Government should mark out a track from 


Wadi Halfa to Khartoum.

CASTLEBAR, Monday. 

The leaders of the Mayomen’s Association 
of New York and Cleveland, Ohio, who are 
visiting Ireland for the Tailteann Games, paid 
an official visit on Sunday to Straide, Co. 
Mayo, the birthplace of Michael Davitt, who 
is buried beside the ruined abbey there. 
Owing to the unfavourable weather, a meeting 
was held in the Parish Hall, which holds

HALDANE. 


THE KING’S TRIBUTE TO 
HIS SERVICES. 


The interment of Viscount Haldane of Cloan 
will take place in the private burial ground at 
Gleneagles Chapel on next Thursday after- 
noon, Arrangements have been made for the 
funeral to leave Cloan at 1.45 p.m., and pro- 
ceed through Auchterarder. Persons travel- 
ling by train to attend the funeral may go 
to Gleneagles Station, one mile from the 
burial place, and thence direct to Gleneagles 
Chapel. 

Among numerous messages of condolence 
received at Cloan was one from the King 
at Balmoral Castle. After expressing the 
King’s sympathy, the message says :— 

“Lord Haldane will be remembered with 
respect and gratitude “for his services to the 
State, and more especially by all who 
recognised that it was chiefly due to his able 
administration as War Minister that, fourteen 
years ago, on the outbreak of hostilities the 
British Expeditionary Force was promptly 
and efficiently mobilised and despatched 


abroad. 
A FRENCH ESTIMATE. 
PARIS, Monday. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

The Journal Des Débats, in a leading 
article on Lord Haldane, says ::— As a 
casual diplomatist, his ideas were generallv 
wrong. His philosophical works are not of 
sufficient value to go down to posterity. He 
did not exercise great influence on internal 
politics. On the other hand, in reorganis- 
ing the British Army, he rendered an inm- 
mense service to his country and all Europe. 
He thus helped towards saving those who 
refused to bend before the sword of William 
the Second. 

GERMAN COMMENT. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The Berlin afternoon newspapers, in their 
obituary notices of Lord Haldane, unam- 
mously pay tribute to him as a great British 
War Minister. and as the organiser of Great 
Britain’s defence force. They also urge 
that, while he was held by many in England 
to be pro-German, his actions conclusively 
proved that he was, before everything, a 
true Englishman. 

The Deutsche Zeitung, for example, de- 
clares that, although Lord Haldane showed 
creat interest in German culture and _ philo- 
sophy, he must nevertheless be reckoned as 
one of the originators of the war against 
Germany, “ for he not only laid the founda- 
tions of an increased Army, but also worked 
for an extension of the British Fleet, with 
the full knowledge that he was preparing 
for war against Germany.” 

Other Nationalist newspapers, referring 
to Lord Haldane’s efforts to bring about 
a naval understanding between Great Britain 
and Germany, attribute the failure of his 
mission to Berlin. | 
1912 to the “impossible” demands which he 
made, on the instructions of his Government, 
to the ex-Kaiser and his advisers. 

The Deutsche Tageszeitung remarks that 
Lord Haldane only submitted a neutrality 
formula in Berlin, which was quite inadequate, 
because England did not dream of abandoning 
her obligations towards France for the sake of 
a few warships. 

The Lokalanzeiger asserts that Lord Hal- 
dane submitted no proposals, and rejected a 
real neutrality agreement, which would have 
banished the danger of a British-German con- 
flict. 

The democratic papers, on the other hand, 
with more regard for historical facts, admit 
that all Lord Haldane’s efforts to end Anglo- 
German naval rivalry came to nought owing 
to the lack of intelligence displayed by the 
ex-Kaiser and his Ministers.

Interviewed yesterday regarding the ad- 
dress at the Public Health Congress in 
Dublin, in which the system of milk distribu- 
tion in bottles was condemned, Mr. Frank Brad- 
ley, a Cork dairy proprietor, said that un- 
doubtedly, where bottles could not be steri- 
lised, there was danger, but, in so far as 
Cork was concerned, the capping was, in 
his opinion, absolutely safe. Bottles «red 
by his firm were of the standard type used 
all over the world, and were quite easily 
cleaned. They were soaked in a special 
solution, mechanically brushed and stert- 
lised at a temperature of 212 degrees i“ah. 
renheit, which prevented all possibility of 
contamination. , 

He remarked that the public should not he 
scared by the views of these medical lec- 
turers, as some of the most eminent doctors 
and scientists in.the world had emphatice}lv 
supported bottled milk in its present con- 
dition. He also pointed out that the pur- 
chasing public could not be deceived as to 
quality or cleanliness of the milk, as at a 
glance at the clear glass bottle one could 
immediately see if any sadiment or dirt was 
contained therein.

“ DISRUPTION ’ MOTIONS 
FOR THE TRADE UNION 
CONGRESS. 


A leading topic at the Trade Union 
Congress, to be held at Swansea in the first 
week of September, will be the ‘ peace in 
industry ” conference between the General 
Council of the Congress and a group of em- 
ployers. The Council will submit an in- 
terim report dealing with the subjects dis- 
cussed by the conference up to the present 
time. 

The action of the Council in entering the 
gonference is the subject of several notices 
of motion, some supporting the Council, 
athers hostile. 

The Railways Clerks’ Association will pro- 
pose a resolution affirming the belief that the 
best interests of the workers can only be 
served by solidarity and unity of purpose, 
policy, and action, and instructing the Bas 
ral Council to institute an inguiry into the 
proceedings and methods of “ disruptive 
elements within the trade union movement,” 
whether such elements manifest themselves 
amongst the unions within the General 
Council itself, with the object of sub- 
mitting a report, with recommendations to 
the affiliated organisations. 

The Furnishing Trades Association. on the 
other hand, will ask Congress to declare 
complete opposition to any attempt to dis- 
rupt the trade union movement by “any 
regulation, with or without the sanction of 
the general rules of any affiliated unin, 
having for its object any discrimination be 
tween one member and another on accumt 
of their political views.” The resolution 
further declares that any such attempt to 


or 


attitude will render themselves liable to ex- 
pulsion. 

There are several amendments to this 
motion. One by the Shop Assistants’ Union 
seeks to delete the greater portion of it, 
and to insert other words making the com- 
plete resolution read: '' Thig Congress de- 
clares itself in complete opposition to any 
attempt on the part of outside bodies to 
disrupt the trade union movement.” 

Another amendment by the General 
Workers’ Union aims at making the motion 
more definite in regard to disruptive tactics 
by naming the Communist and minority 
organisations.
